Outsailed  Mr.  .John  Brown  in  his  famous 
boat.  Put  about  for  Capt.  Mixnro,  and  take 
Mr.  Brown  <ind  Capt.  8 —  Smith  on  board, 
whodiiic  with  us.  Sometime  after  no(Ui  Capt. 
Muiiro  eoiiies  on  board,  and  a  few  glasses  of 
good  wishes  founded  on  Hope  having  circled. 
Col.  Xightingale,  cVc.  depart,  and  we  proceed 
on  our  coui'se.  Towards  evening  come  to  an- 
chor Ix'tween  Dutch-Island  and  Conanieut, 
to  get  in  readiness  for  the  Sea.  ( )fficiate  as 
Clerk  co])ying  the  Articles,  itc. 
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4tli.  This  iiioniiii!^  sail  tVoni  1  )ntcli-Islaii(l 
li;irl)(»ir:  at  7  pass  the  Ijij^lit-hniisi'  walls  on 
I'xavcr  Tail;  Wind  N.  E.  hazy  Weather,  -a 
hoavy  sea  from  the  southward.  I  begin  to  be 
excessively  sea-sick,  but  do  not  take  my  sta- 
tion ni)on  tlie  lee  quarter  till  that  side  is  pret- 
ty wi'U  iiiaiuud.  This  is  a  sickness,  that  is 
iuilecd  cnniiiih  to  dcjirrss  the  spirits  even  ol' 
the  l)ra\i'. 

5th.  Fresh  Breezes  and  rloudy.  Treblr 
reefed  Mainsail.  Excessive  sickness.  Hove 
to.  A  heavy  sea  with  s(jualls  of  rain. 

()th.  Keep  the  Cabin.  Strong  Gales  and 
s(pially;  still  lying  by.  Saw  a  shij)  and  made 
sail  from  her,  then  brought  to  again. 

7th.  Get  the  To]imast  down;  balance  tin- 
Mainsail  and  lie  to:  put  our  guns  in  the  hold, 
itc.  Afternoon.  The  tiale  becomes  violent. 
Only  one  long  practiced  seaman  on  board, 
who  says  lie  ever  knew  it  more  tempestuous. 
Nail  ilowu    our   liatrhes  and  secure  ever'N- 
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tliiiif^  in  ttw  best  lUiiniKn'  i>()ssil)le.  Have  a 
liolo  cut  tlirouf^li  the  store  room  to  open  a  coni- 
nnmieation  fore  and  aft  below  the  deck.  Tlie 
storm  increases.  Shijia  Sea  wliich  carries  a- 
way  some  of  our  crane  irons.  Oct  onr  Axes 
into  the  Cabin,  ready  to  cut  away  tlit^  Mast 
should  tliere  be  occasion.  A  becoming  forti- 
tude in  general  picdomiuates  on  board, 
tjiough  horror  stalks  around.  -They  whogo 
down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  do  indeed  see  the 
wonders  of  the  LoKD  in  the  deep. 

The  descrijjtiou  of  a  Tempest  translated  1  ly 
Boileau  from  Longinns,  occurs  to  my  mind 
witli  peculiar  energy.

—  Our  Mariners  woniler  \vt'  caiiK^  oH' so  well 
as  we  did;  and  indeed,  w  i'  est'aped  to  admira- 
tion, owinjj;  in  some  measure  to  the  goodness 
of  our  vessel,  and  tlie  taking  every  precaution, 
previous  to  the  severity  of  the  gale.  Towards 
evening  a  Sail  seen  from  mast-head:  set  sail 
and  stand  for  her.

beautifiil  morning.  How  cheering  are  the 
beams  of  the  sun!  I  view  him  almost  with  the 
Sentiments  of  a  Persian.  —  Those  surly  l>ii- 
lows  that  erewhile  Imtt'eted  us  to  and  fro,  and 
would  sutler  us  nil  peace,  are  com] wised  as  tln' 

infant  that  has  bawled  itself  to  rest.

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Obaervjitioii  for  tlic  first  time.  Latitude  38!'

11th.  Whilst  at  Dinner,  a  Sail  cried.  Im- 
mediately give  cliasi\  and  discover  another. 
Oue,  aslooji  wiiicli  hears  down  upon  us;  tiic 
other  a  brig.  Make  every  preparation  for  an 
engagement;  Imt,  on  approaching  and  hailing 
the  Sloop,  she  proved  to  l)e  the  Randolph, 
('apt.  Fosdick  from  New  London,  -mounting 
IS  four  pounders,  ]  140  terns.  |  The  Brig, 
with  only  two  guns,  lur  prize  from  England, 

taken  at  S  o'clock  this  morning. C'apt. 

Fosdick  siys  her  (larg)  am  )unted  t.)  £  20,00;i 
Sterling.  What  g  lod  and  ill  fortune  were  con- 

st'quent  on  that  cajiture!  Hard  for  those 

poor  fellows,  their  tedicms  Yoyjige  being  just

I  f  \  iiluc  is  tilt'  (l()iii>4  i^ood  ti)  (it  lit  IS,  |ii  i\  a- 
teeriugciuiiiot  bii  justified uih)1i  the  piijK-i{)les 
of  Virtue;  -th(m<j;]i  I  know  it  is  not  rt'iJU^iant 
to  The  Laws  ok  Nations,  Imt  latlitrtlfi'inetl 
poliev  aiiion,i;'st  \v;nriii;4  ])o\vfrs  thus  to  dis- 
tress each  other,  ref^artlless  of  the  siitt'erint;- 
individual.  But  however  agreeable!  to,  and 
supportable  by  the  rights  of  war;  yet,  when 
individuals  come  thus  to  dt>spoil  individnals 
of  their  property,  'tis  hartl: — the  cnielty  then 
apj)ears,  however,  political.

H9'.'  6!  Soundings  I'.tfathtnni-.  Lost  sight  of 
the  Randol})!!  by  the  chase. 

13th.  A  foggy  morning  and  Sctitcli  mist. 
Clears  away   jileasant.  Lat.   H!) '.'    'M '.     This 
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Afternoon  a  Sloop  ilisooveied  nnder  tlao  lee 
bow  stiiudiji}^  bc'fon-  the  wmd:  All  hands  upon 
deek]m'])aniiji;  foithe  chase:  —  Imt  little  wind 
so  the  oars  are  to  lie  j)lied.  1  must  i;()  and  see 
how  we  eonie  on.  —  Night  oliiiges  us  to  give 
over  the  inirsuit. 

14th.  A  sail  seen  from  Mast-head;  proves 
a  Ship.  We  chase.  Catch  a  Herring-Hog. 
\\hicli  makt's  us  a  fine  Bi-eakfast.  and  dinner 
for  the  whole  crew.  Another  sail  heaves  in 
sight,  l^pon  a  nearer  apjiroach  the  Shi]:)  ap- 
pears to  be  of  the  line.  Several  in  sight.  To- 
wards evening  signal  gims  heard.  We  lake 
them  to  be  men  of  War,  standing  in,  N.  A\'. 
by  W.  Longitude  by  reckoning  73 '.'  ■>(''.  Lat. 
:-i9?  34'."  2(i  fathoms.  A  pleasant  moon-l:ght 
Evening.  Spend  it  in  walkhig  the  Quarter 
Deck. 

ir)tli.  .\  pleasant  day.  >See  a  Sail  to  wind- 
ward; as  she  rather  approaches  ns  we  lie  a 
hull  for  her.     1  think  it  is  mcn-e  agreeable 
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wiiitiiif^  for  tliciii,  tlitiii  rowing  after  tliem. 
(iret  a  fiMliing  line  under  way:  catch  a  Hake 
and  a  few  Dog-fisli.  It  being  Sunday,  try  tlie 
etticai  V  of  a  clean  shirt,  in  onhr  to  bo  some- 
thing like  folks  ashore,  (live  chase,  as  the 
vessel  conies  down  rather  slow.  On  approach- 
ing discover  her  to  be  a  Snoiv.  IShe  haiils  her 
wind  and  stands  from  us;  —  sails  verj'  heavy, 
andCapt.  Munrois  sanguine  in  the  beHefwe 
shidl  nnxke  a  prize  of  her.  Get  everything  in 
readiness  to  board  her.  There  seems  some- 
thing awful  in  the  preparation  for  an  attack, 
and  the  inuuediate  prospect  of  an  action.  She 
hauls  u]i  her  courses  and  hoists  English  Col- 
ours. I  take  my  station  in  the  t'abm;  where, 
remain  not  long  before  I  hear  the  Huzza  on 
deck  in  consequence  of  her  striking.  Send  our 
boat  tor  the  Captain  A  his  pai>ers.  She  sailed 
from  King.stcm,  Jamaica,  upw.irds  of  40  days 
since,  in  a  fleet,  and  w:is  bound  to  Niw  York: 
( 'apt.  William  Small,  Commander.   She  has 
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ten  men  on  board  and  four  cxcellt^nt  four 
pounders.  Her  Car^o  consists  of  140  Pun- 
cheons, '2li  Ho^slicads,  .'{  Quarter  Casks  and 
i1  Barrels  of  liuiii,  .ind  20  Hogsheads  Musco- 
vado Sugar.  Send  two  prize  Master.s  and  ten 
men  onboard,  get  the  pris(nu'rs  on  board  our 
Ves.sel,  and  taking  the  prize  in  tow,  stanil  to- 
wards Egg  Harbour.  AVe  hiirdly  know  wliat 
to  do  with  the  ])rizi':  tlu;  wind  shifting  a  lit- 
tle we  stand  to  the  eastward. 

Kith  Keep  an  t'astern  course,  to  trv  to 
get  luu' into  our  harbour  if  possible.  Now  we 
are  terribly  apprehensive  of  siH'ing  a  sail. — 
.Vbout  sunset  a  sail  seen  from  mast-head, 
which  excites  no  small  anxiety,  fast  off  the 
Snow's  haws;'r,  iV'c. — however  night  coming 
on  and  seeing  no  more  of  said  sail,  pursue 
our  course.  Sound,  42  fathoins  of  water. 

17th.  Sti(uig(Tales  at  N.  N.  W.  and  very 
cold.  Lit.  40'.'  30".  Afternoon  —  moder- 
ates somewhat;  —  take  the  old  Snow  in  tow 
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again.  Wo  expect  to  l)iiii^  up  soniowhere 
in  the  nei<,'iih{iurli(iO(l  of  Martha's  Vincyiird. 
A  squall  with  hail  and  snow  conies  n])  whieli 
s])lits  the  Snow's  jili  to  pieces.  A  little  liird 
came  on  lio.nd  icndered  (juite  tame  liy  its 
long,  hazardous  flight.  Annise  myself  with 
lookijig  over  a  Quarter  Waggoner,  takt^n  tmt 
of  the  snow.  Take  a  drink  of  Grog,  nnide  of 

snow-water. Very  heavy  siiualls  indeed 

this  night,  with  a  rough,  bad  sea;  obliged  to 
cast  oti' the  (hill  Snow  and  let  her  goher  pace. 
About  4'2  fathoms  water.  Sleep  little. 

18th.  Boisterous  weather  still,  a  tundiling 
.sea  going.  Feel  qmdmish.  Lat.  40'.'  4(1'.  — 
The  wind  so  contrary  that  we  make  but  slow 
advances  towards  our  desired  haven,  .lust 
as  I  was  pleasing  myself  with  the  idea  of  a 
speedy  conclusion  to  thisdisag:cc;iblccrnise. 
a  sail  is  cried,  wliit'h  perhaps  will  protract 
it,  if  not  show  us  Ycnk  in  our  way  home, 
the  sail  appears  to  be  a  brig,  andnot  stand- 
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iim  fur  us,  :is  we  at  first  apprt'hciulcil.  We 
chiise  'till  iii^lit  ]iri'Vciits.  Lose  si^lit  (if  the 
Snow:  fire  sijj;nal  f^iiiis,  sliow  false  fii'es  ami 
a    lautein.  Imt  see   no  answer. 

lUtli.  'I'lic  Snow  in  sight  this  morning; 
run  along  side  and  take  her  in  tow  again. 
They  say  they  answered  our  signals, 'tliongli 
unseen  by  us.  A  pretty  bird  caught  on  board: 
tlie  Carolina  red  bird.  More  moderate!  weath- 
er. Lat.  -il)'.'  ;!()".  .\t  this  rat  •  the  West  In- 
dies will  bring  us  up  sooner  tlian  Martini's 
Viueyaril  or  Nantucket.  4:9  fatiioms.  Have 
our  Pistols  hung  up  iu  the  Cabin,  to  h^}.  in 
readiness  for  the  prisonels,  should  they  take 
it  into  llieir  heads  to  rise  u[)on  the  watch 
in  the  night.  — 

"iOth.  Thick  weather,  and  the  wind  con- 
trary. Depfcli  of  water,  17  fathoms.  Sar  ly 
•we  must  be  nigh  some  land;  and  wertMt  not 
such  Weather,  perhaps  might  see  it.  Lat. 
;-)'.  '.'  5!)  ".     A  good  southwardly  breeze   hist 
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evening  shoved  us  up  to  this  liititudc. 

Here  we  nre,  becahued  and  fairly  lost:  for 
whether  we  are  to  the  eastward  of  Nantneket. 
orhi'tweiai  Martha's  ^  incvard  and  Hloek  Is- 
land, (»■  the  last  and  Montank  Point  (  a  little 
to  the  southward  of  them  all  )  is  a  matter  in 
question  amongst  our  Seamen.  About  sun- 
set I  go  on  board  the  Snow,  at  Capt.  SmalKs 
re(pn^^t  to  do  snniething  for  his  llheumatic 
Knee,  and  see  a  very  sick  boy:  after  preserili- 
ing  for  him,  e'camining  the  medieine  box. 
gi\'ing  directions,  etc.  return  to  the  Sloop. 

'21.st.  Very  cidni.  Not  a  Itreath  to  rutHe 
the  Ocean.  How  luieasy  every  one  on  iioard 
is,  fearing  to  lose  the  prize;  but,  if  we  can't 
stir  hence;  others  can't  come  here  to  molest 
us.  14  fathoms  of  water,  with  yellowish,  small 
gravel  stones,  according  to  some  the  sign  of 
No  Man's  Land,  to  others  of  Montank.  —  I 
hope  we  shall  know  where  we  are,  soon.  The 
Horizon  too  lulz^•  yet  to  see  far.  -  Half  ])ast 
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10. At  leiigtli  tlH>  ii^-eeable  prospect  pre- 
sents itself.  Martlia's  Vineyard,  tVe.  full  in 
view.  What  an  excellent  landfall!  To  one  who 
was  iif\cr  ont  of  si^^lit  of  hind  a  wliolc  (la\  ' 
before, — the  seeing  it  ai^ain  is  veiT  picasiii'^-. 
thoiij;h  afteronly  seventeen  days  deprivation. 
It  is  very  disagreeable  tos.:iing  about  in  so 
small  a  vessel  at  this  season  of  the  year.  Lat. 
41'.'  17'.  A  pilot  eoiiies  onboard,  —  and  soon 
after  another:  but  too  late.  "We  go  in  between 
No  Man's  Land  and  Gay-Head,  so  called  from 
its  exhibiting  a  variety  of  colours  when  the 
sun  shines  bright  upon  it.  especially  just  after 
a  rain.  — Elizabeth  Islands  insight  on  the 
Starboard  side.  Cuddy  Hunk  the  west-most. 
10  o'clock  P.  M.  —  We  now  have  Seaconnet 
Point  astern,  therefore  are  safe:  pass  up  the 
East  side  of  Khode  Island.  Our  men  are  in 
uncommon  spirits. —  Anchor  al)ont  a  league 
up  the  passage. 

22nd.     Sunday.    Very  foggy.    What  wind 
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there  is,  ahoiul. Weigh  Anchor,  iiiul  oiit 

oars.  —  A  fair  gentle  breeze  springs  from  tiie 
South.  Pass  through  Bristol  Ferry  way  with 
iianl  tugging  about  the  miclille  of  the  after- 
noon: eoni(^  to  Anchor  in  the  Bay,  but  where 
rendered  uncurtain  by  the  fog  having  come 

up  again. About  (!  o'clock  Capt.  Munro 

and  I,  with  four  of  th(!  Hands  set  off  for  Prov- 
idence in  the  boat :  being  enveloped  in  an 
uncommon  thick  fog,  take  a  Compass  and  a 
lanteni  on  board; —  but  proceed  not  far,  the 
smallness  of  the  boat,  and  the  inexpertness 
of  the  rowers,  occasioning  a  motion  agitating 
our  Compass  beyond  use;  therefore,  are  glad 
to  find  the  way  liack  to  the  Hope,  which  is 
effected  V)y  their  fixing  a  lantern  in  the  shrouds, 
in  consequence  of  our  raising  ours  and  hail- 
ing. 

23rd.  Early,  after  breakfast,  we  set  off 
again  in  the  boat,  with  the  Compass,  being 
still  surrounded-  with  an  excessive  fog.

Run  iislioio  to  the  Kastw.ird  of  Navat  I'oiiit, 
and  mistake  it  for  Couniniirut:  liowcvt'r,  ar- 
rive at  Providenfe  about  11  o'clock,  it  hav- 
ing (ileared  oft'  very  pleasant.

Tile  AutliDi-  of  the  foregoing  Jouiiuil  was 
graduated  at  Brown  University  in  1778,  anil 
after  completing  his  niedieal  studies  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  entered  the  army 
of  the  Revolution  as  Siiigeon,  serving  under 
Dr.  John  Morgan,  Director  General  of  Ht)s- 
pitals  in  New  York  at  the  time  of  the  evacu- 
ation, and  for  several  years  afterwards  in  the 
Rhode  Island  Hospital,  in  Sullivan's  Expe- 
dition upon  Rh(Kle  Island,  and  also  iu  Col. 
Crai'y's  and  Col.  Atwill's  Regiments.  During 
the  .stay  of  the  Count  De  Rochambeau's  Aj-- 
niy  at  Newjiort  and  at  Providence,  he  became 
iiitimate  with  many  of  liis  ( )t1icers  and  Sur- 
geons, with  wliom  he  afterwards  i-orrespond- 
ed. 

After  the  Revolulioiuuy  struggle  he  prac- 
ticed medicine  in  Pr(i\idence,  and   in  1783

was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Fellows  of  Brown 
University.  He  visited  the  Hospitals  and 
Medical  Schools  of  London,  Paris  and  Hol- 
land in  1781  — ,5,  attiuiding  the  lectures  of 
Cline,  Hunter.  Pelleton,  Louis,  lirisson  and 
others,  and  forming  the  acquaintance  of  Drs. 
Moreton,  Pole,  Sharpe,  and  Lettsom,  also  of 
Sheriilan  and  Granville  Hliarpe  the  philan- 
thropist, with  several  of  wlioni  he  frequently 
corresponded.  While  in  France,  he  was  often 
a  guest  of  Dr.  Franklin  at  Passy,  and  of  Mr. 
Jefl'erson  then  visiting  Paris,  in  whose  soci- 
ety he  met  many  distinguished  Americans 
and  Europeans. 

Soon  after  his  return,  in  1788  he  visited  the 
West,  and  took  part  in  the  settlement  of 
Marietta,  participating  with  Gen.  St.  Clair 
and  others  in  the  Indian  Treaties  at  Fort 
Harniav  willi  Corn  Planter  and  other  no- 
ted Chiefs,  Wiiile  here  he  i)ronounced  a 
Funeral  Eulogy  on  General  Yarnum,  one  of 
the  founders  of  Mariett.i,  and  delivered  the 
fii-st  Anniversary  Address  on  its  settleniejit, 
April    7,    1789.     Subsequently    he    resumed

practice  in  iiis  native  city,  l)ut  in  cunsciiui'nce 
(if  inijjiiired  health,  removed  with  his  family 
to  Vii'^inia  in  17!>'i,  iiaying  on  his  way  a  visit 
to  Washington  at  'Sit.  Vcruou,  ami  settling 
for  a  time  in  Morgautown  near  Sjiring  Hill, 
the  residence  of  his  friend  Mr.  Albert  Gallatin. 
Early  in  17U4,  the  danger  from  the  border 
incursions  of  the  Indians  being  over,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  Fnion,  I'eim.  wllere  he  lived  seven 
years. 

In  LSOl,  he  retraced  his  steps  to  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  a  little  later  settled  iu  Foster,  ad- 
joining the  Estate  of  his  friend  the  Htm.  The- 
odore Foster,  the  first  Senator  frt)m  the  Htate 
to  C'ongress.  Here  he  resided  the  remainder 
of  his  days,  devoting  himself  to  professional 
duties,  to  his  extensive  botanical  garden,  and 
to  his  scientific,  classical  and  literary  studies. 
Dr.  Drowue  filled  several  jiublic  offices.  He 
was  in  ISII  appointed  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Botany  in  Brown  University;  and 
in  181!)  elected  a  delegate  to  tlie  Convention 
which  formed  the  National  Pharniacopada, 
by  the  B.  I.  Medical  Society,  of  which  he  was 
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a  \  ice  Piesideiit.  Ho  took  au  ac-tive  part  in 
the  organization  and  proceetlings  of  tlie  R.  I. 
Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Domestic 
ludiistiT,  with  the  Hon.  Tristam  Burges, 
Jolin  Brown  Francis  ,Wm  .  Rliodes ,  Tliomas 
Staflbrd,  Judge  Ktaph's,  and  others;  and  de- 
Hvered  the  Achhesaos  before  the  tSocietv  on 
several  occasions.  In  1824,  in  connection  with 
his  son,  Wilham  Drowne,  he  piiblished  the 
Farmer's  Guiik^ ,  a  comprehensive  and  vahi- 
able  woi'k  on  husbandry  and  gardening.  He 
contributed  various  scientific  and  hterary  ar- 
tick's  to  the  Journals  of  the  day,  and  partici- 
pated in  the  proceedings  of  the  Am.  Acad- 
emy of  Ai-ts  and  Sciences  and  other  learned 
bodies,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  His 
Lines  to  the  Memory  of  Dr.  Joseph  Warren 
written  shortly  after  the  Battle  of  Bunker 
Hill  are  truly  patriotic  and  evince  the  broth- 
erly regard  that  existed  between  them  profes- 
sionally and  as  "  Sons  of  Liberty.  "  During 
liis  life  he  delivered  many  public  orations 
and  addresses,  highly  creditable  to  him  as  a 
man  of  refined  taste  and  varied  acquisitions, 
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among  wliii-li  may  hv  mi'utiuiu'd  his  Eulogy 
on  Washington,  Feb.  22,  1800,  and  his  Ora- 
tion in  Aid  of  the  Cause  of  thr  (ti-ccIvs,  Feb. 
■23,  1824.
